New State Law Designed to 


Protect Livestock Producer 


A livestock producer will 
get prompt payment and a 
superior seller's lien when a 
new Texas law goes into 
effect Sept I. 
The law is described by 
State Rep. Elmer Martin of 
t dorado City to be of major 
im portance to the entire 
livestock industry of Texas 
Martin was co-sponsor of 
the bill, served on the House 
Agriculture 
and 
Livestock 
Committee which conducted 
hearings on the bill, and 
provided some of the bills 
strongest 
protection 
for 
livestock producers 
Hep Martin said the new 
law 
provides for 
following 
1 
Livestock sold 
slaughter must be paid for by 
check, cash or wire transfer 
of funds on the day that 
transfer of possession occurs 
2 Instruments of payment 
must be drawn on banks so 
located as not to artificially 
delay collection of funds 
3 
The seller’s 
lien on 
livestock sold for slaughter 
will have priority over any 
other 
lien 
or 
perfected 
security interest, 
4 This lien extends not only 
to the livestock but to its 
carcass, all products from 
the carcass and the proceeds 
thereof

This is a law much in need 
for protection of the livestock 
producer," R ep 
Martin 
emphasized 
"Too many 
times 
the 
livestock producers have 
turned over their cattle to 
packers only to receive 
nothing because of default or 
bankruptcy on the part of the 
packers " 
The livestock payment-hen 
law was one of 62 bills studied 
and considered in public 
hearings during the recent 
64th Legislative Session by 
the House Agriculture and 
Livestock Committee, ae 
cording to Rep Martin 
Rep M artin said other 
major legislation also affects 
livestock producers 
Already signed by the 
Governor 
and already 
in 
effect is a law that provides 
for the State Commissioner of 
Agriculture 
to 
inspect 
livestock for quality and 
classification However, this 
inspection is authorized upon 
the request of the livestock 
owner, who must pay a fee for 
the work 
Also in effect is a new law 
that brings assistance to the 
producer whose herd is hit by 
brucellosis. 
"This will help in the fight 
against this disease.’’ ex 
plained M artin, who co­ 


sponsored 
the biti, 
"by 
allowing the Texas Animal 
Health Commission to pay up 
to $40 per head for cattle in 
problem herds and extreme 
hardship cases ”

approximately 4.600 acres of virgin 
pine and hardwood land.

It is the 
hope of these two tribes to become 
completely self-sufficient through 
their tourism program by 1978. 
Although the outdoor drama is 
conducted only in the summer time 
this year it is scheduled to be 
operated in the spring and fail on 
weekends. 
The balance of the 
activities operate the year-round. 
The Reservation is located 90 miles 
north of Houston just east of 
Livingston.

\ lllage. Indian Country Historical 
Tour. Tribal Dances, Big Thicket
